The voters of Elba returned to the 
polls Tuesday in record numbers to 
elect a mayor. 

A newcomer to the political are- 
na, Ricky Haywood, received 796 
votes while the incumbent, Fred 
Moore, got 739 . 

Mayor-elect Haywood will as- 
sume the office of Mayor of Elba on 
October 5 or the first regular sched- 
uled meeting of the Elba City Coun- 
cil after that date. 

When asked what his first reac- 
tion was after hearing that he was 
Elba’s new mayor, he said, “I 
hugged my wife and tears came in 
my eyes. I was also relieved that the 
campaign was over.” 

“I would like to thank the people 
of Elba for their faith and support 
and I intend to perform the duties as 
Mayor of Elba to the best of my abil- 
ity,” said Haywood. 

Of the more than 2200 registered 
voters within the City of Elba, 70%,

The Coffee County Commission 
wasted little time in their meeting 
Monday moming.

Commisioner Sid Averett presid- 
ed over the meeting at the request of 
Commission Chairman Billy Eager- 
ton. Eagerton was unable to attend 
the session. 

Commissioners opened bids, 
heard a plea for an increase in fund- 
ing, and a request that they not con-

In making his request, Hand not- 
ed that both Elba and Enterprise 
were in the process of moving into 
new facilities. He stated that Elba 
would have most of the equipment 
that it would need but that Enterprise 
was still in need of funds to aquire 
some much needed supplies. 


New Brockton's council meeting touchy

The New Brockton City Coun- 
cil’s final meeting Monday night, be- 
fore the new administration takes 
over, ended on slight note of contro- 
versy. 

After all the regular business mat- 
ters had been addressed by the coun- 
cil, Mayor Jim Driskell polled the 
councilmembers for any matters that 
they might wish to discuss. 

Councilman Charles Cole pre- 
sented a list of equipment that had 
been given to Kathryn Holley, may- 
or-elect, by Police Chief Richard 
Nichols, 

Holley was in attendnace at Mon- 
day nigtit's mcouncil meeting. 

The list was composed of various 
radio, computer and office equip- 
ment that reportedly belonged to 
Chief Nichols and was on loan to the 
New Brockton Police Department. 

According to Nichols, the pur- 
pose of the list was to make Holley 
aware that these items were his per- 
sonal property and did not belong to 
the city, 

Councilman Cole's questions 
were whether or not this equipment 
was donated to the city, was it paid 
for through the city, was it covered 
under the insurance, did the city pay 
for any reepairs to the equipment 
and had any of the items listed been 
removed from the building? 

After a long pause, Mayor Jim 
Driskell said, “We'll have to ask the 
chief because I'm not familiar with 
these things individually. | do know 
that he has a lot of his equipment 
that he’s using.” 

Chief Nichols stated that none of 
the equipment was purchased 
through the city but that it was COv- 
ered under the city’s insurance. 

He stated that 90% of the time the 
equipment was repaired by him 
when it was needed 

The chief also informed Cole that 


some of the equipment had been re- 
moved from the premises, 

Chief Nichols stated that he had 
planned to donate several items on 
the list to the city and sell other of 
the items to the city at a “good 
price”, 

The total price paid for the items 
on list was $9,745.00, 

A lengthy discussion followed on 
why the chief had purchased the 
equipment in the first place, The rea- 
son given was that it was done be- 
cause the equipment was neeed and 
the town did not have the funds 
available, at the time, to purchase it, 

Cole expressed his concern that 
he was not informed of this matter 
prior to Monday night's council 
meeting, 

He also felt that an agreement 
conceming the disposition of this 
equipment, should the need arise, 
should have been made between 
Chief Nichols and the present ad- 
ministration long before now, 

John Marler and Robert Miles, 
councilmen-elect who were also at 
the council meeting, expressed their 
concern that some of the equipment 
being removed my place the town in 
jeopardy, 

They, along with Holley, felt that 
this matter should have been re- 
solved prior to the new administra- 
tion's taking office, 

Mayor Driskell and Chief Nichols 
stated that nothing would be done 
that would jeopardized the welfare 
of any of the town's citizens 


The discussion, along with the 
council meeting, ended with Mayor 
Driskell suggesting that the new ad- 
ministration set down and talk with 
Chief Nichols on the matter. 

In other matters, the council took 
the following action... 

***Mayor Driskell announced the 
present council will meet Wednes- 
day (Sept. 16) to certify Tuesday's 
election results, 

***Approved payment of the 
monthly bills. 

***Agreed to pay the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department $10.00 
per day per prisoner for city prison- 
ers housed in the county jail. 

***Reviewed the zoning mai 
presented by Lenwood Herron wi 
the Southern Research Center. Ap- 
proval was given, with changes, for 
the preparation of the final zoning 
map. 


Hand said that all of the increase 
funding, should the commission 
agree to the request, would remain in 
Coffee County. 

Hand gave two other reasons for 
needing the increase in funding. 

One, was that he was in need of 
new transportation. He said his old 
station wagon was worn out. 

The other reason he gave was 
that the federal government would 
only be paying 50% of his records li- 
brarian’s salary. In the past, the feds 
have been paying the librarian’s total 
salary. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose sug- 
gested that Hand get with County 
Engineer Mark Pool concerning a 
vehicle. He told Hand that Pool 
might be of some assistance in ob- 
taining a car from the state’s surplus 
vehicle lot. 

Commissioners agreed to consid- 
er Hand’s request. 

Annette Griswold, representing 
the Concemed Citizens of Coffee 
County group, addressed the com- 
mission concerning the proposed 
landfill from a “Christian perspec- 
tive.” 

She told commissioners that “we 
must not allow a regional landfill to 
be installed in our beloved county.” 

Quoting from the scriptures, Gris- 
wold told commissioners that “we 
are nearing the ‘Great Trbulation’.” 

She contends that where regional 
landfills are located the air will be- 
come unbreathable, that water un- 
drinkable, and the food uneatable 
due to the contamination of the leak- 
ing landfills, 

“What we wrestle against, and 
this is familiar scripture to all of you, 
is not flesh and blood but spiritual

was innocent of all charges, He con- 
tended that no witnesses called by 
the state would be able to place 
Crawford at the scene of the crime. 

_ As the state began the presenta- 
tion of its case, Elba police officers 
were called to testify as to what they 
discovered upon arriving at the 
scene of the murder, 

Other state witnesses were called 
to testify as to facts relating to the 
body and the crime scene. Eight wit- 
nesses, all law enforcement and fo- 
age personnel, were called to testi- 

y. 

Alt approximately 4 p.m., court 
was adjourned and the judge an- 
nounced that the proceeding would 
resume at 9 a.m, Tuesday. 

As the trial began Tuesday mom- 
ing, the state continued to present 
witnesses who testified to the foren- 
sic evidence, 

Roger Morrison, with the Ala- 
bama Department of Forensic Sci- 
ence, testified that a DNA procedure 
known as polymerase chain reaction 
was used in analyzing blood stains 
found on the defendant's left tennis 
shoe, 

Morrison testified that the test 
showed that the blood sample on the 
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(Continued from Page One) 


shoe matched the blood type of the 
victim. 

In other testimony by state wit- 
nesses, Crawford was placed in the 
vehicle with Bush and another indi- 
vidual, Eddie Hudson, on the night 
of the murder. 

Other witnesses Jimmy Stiefel, 
Tony Adcock, Eddie Hudson and 
Bernice Hayes, were called to testify 
as to the chain of events leading up 
to the discovery of Bush's body in 
Elba. 

The state rested it case shortly be- 
fore 4 p.m. Tuesday after calling as 
their final witness, Janeen Sasser. 

Sasser is a former girl friend of 
Crawford's who was living with him 
at the time of the murder. 

She testified that Crawford de- 
nied having anything to do with 
Bush’s death in a phone conversa- 
tion with her approximately 2 to 3 
wecks after October 6, 1991. 

But, in a conversation with Craw- 
ford 2 to 3 weeks after the onc 
above, Sasser testified that he, Craw- 
ford, told her that he had killed Ollie 
Ray Bush. 

She stated that Crawford told her 
that he and Bush got into a fight over 
some money and that Bush grabbed 


him by the throat and told him that 
he was going to kill him. 

Sasser further testified that Craw- 
ford told her that he beat him, Bush, 
and stabbed him. 

Continuing, she testified that 
Crawford told her that he went to the 
house of his brother, Randy Craw- 
ford, and told him what he had done. 

Her testimony further revealed 
that Crawford told her that he hid in 
a closet at his brother’s and changed 
clothes. He then wrapped himself in 
a blanket and hid in the woods. 

With the conclusion of Sasser’s 
testimony, the state rested its case. 

Before Ms. Sasser was dis- 
missed, Defense Attorney Harrison 
asked the court that he be allowed to 
subpoena her as a witness for the de- 
fense. He was allowed to do so. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts, the 
presiding judge in the case, dis- 
missed the jury of seven women and 
five men until 9 am. Wednesday 
morning, 

When the trial resumes, the de- 
fense will began presenting their wit- 
nesses. It is expected that jury delib- 
eration will began sometime during 
the day Wednesday.

We have the convenience of a mi- 
crowave oven that can cook things in 
no time. There are always get rich 
quick ads in papers and magazines 
everyday. 

Paul in his letter to the Philippi- 
ans expresses a simple two step plan 
for them to use in their Christian 
growth. He said, "...but one thing I 
do: forgetting what lics behind and 
reaching forward to what lies ahead. 
I press on toward the goal for the 
prize of the upward call of God in 
Christ Jesus." Philippians 3 ; 13-14 
(NAS) The one thing Paul said he 
did to grow as a Christian was really 
two. 

First he said he forgot what was 


behind him. For a Christian this 
means forgetting our life before 
Christ came in and not letting it be a 
load of sin for us to carry around. It 
also can mean not to rest on any re- 
cent Christian achievements; Paul 
had plenty of those.

Paul knew that as a Christian God 
always had something for him to do 
today and even next week, etc. He 
seemed to always be excited to con- 
tinue his race for Christ.

It is a life time 
commitment that we must put into 
practice if we are to grow as the 
Christian God has called us to be in 
Jesus Christ!

Inadvertent whistle nullifies TD 


Gamecocks fall to G.W. Long 21-20

The New Brockton Gamecocks 
played their 1992 home opener Fri- 
day night against the G.W. Long 
Rebels and showed that better times 
are on the way for Gamecock foot- 
ball!

On its next possession, G.W, 
Long went 42 yards in 6 plays to 
again find the endzone.

Two big runs by Curtis Threatts 
quickly moved the Gamecocks into 
Rebel territory, and Chris Green 
capped off the scoring march with 
his third touchdown of the night, this 
one coming on a 6-yard run around 
the right end. 

The 12-play drive included only 
one pass, a key third down comple- 
tion from Stuckey to Cason. 

The p.a.t. again failed; however, 
leaving the Gamecocks with a 20-14 
lead with :43 left in the half, 

New Brockton threatened once 
more before the end of the half, 
when Sean Stuckey intercepted a Pat 
Watson pass and returned it to the 
Rebel 42-yardline. The half ended as 
Cedric Williams cracked down to 
the 25-yardline with yet another 
Stuckey completion. 

As the second half opened, Long 
took the ball and marched from its 
own 38 to the New Brockton 15- 
yardline.

What About The Pod Rot In Peanuts 


Two diseases which are becom- 
ing more important and toward 
which some research has been di- 
rected, are Cylindrocladium black 
rot and pod rots. For these diseases, 
rotations with com and other grain 
crops are the only controls at the 
present time. 

Cylindrocladium black rot (CBR) 
can be a very serious disease 

CBR is a late season disease with 
diseased plants usually not being 
seen until the last three to six weeks 
before harvest. The first symptoms 
are a wilting and ycllowing of the 
leaves on primary branches of the 
plant. This is followed by yellowing 
and wilting of the entire plant. Dis- 
eased plants often do not die, but re- 
main yellow and stunted. CBR usu- 
ally occurs in scattered spots which 
may involve a few plants to several 
acres. Roots of diseased plants are 
black and rotten. This rooting usual- 
ly does not extend above the ground. 
Pegs and pods may have dark brown 
to black sunken areas on them or 
may be completely rotten. Some- 
times red to orange fruiting bodies 
about the size of mustard seed can 


be found on rotten roots and pods or 
the stem at the ground line. The most 
positive identification of CBR can 
be made by examination of the seed 
on diseased plants, Seed on plants 
with CBR will have a light tan seed 
coated with tiny reddish-orange 
Spots. 

Although pod rots can occur with 
diseases such as Southern stem rot 
and CBR, there are some diseases in 
which pod and peg rotting is usually 
the only symptom. 

These diseases often go unnoticed 
as the rotten pods are left in the 
ground at digging. Usually, only the 
very severe problems are noticed. 
For this reason, losses from pod and 
peg rots are largely unknown. 

Two of the most common fungi 
associated only with pod rots are 
Pythium and Rhizoctonia, 

Symptoms of the various pod rots 
are very similar in appearance. A la- 
boratory examination is necessary to 
determine the exact cause. With 
these diseases pods and pegs may be 
partially or completely rotten and 
light brown to black in color.

to school, it's time for us to return, 
too; we need to become reinvolved 
in our children's school experience. 

Our involvement in our child's 
education included three elements: 
our family environment, our interest 
in our child's learning, and our part- 
nership with our child's school. Let's 
look at each of these: 

Establish a family environment 
that promotes learning. Clearly, edu- 
cation begins at home. Children be- 
gin to develop attitudes toward 


. learning before they enter schools, A 


good way for parents to encourage 
learning is by begin good examples 
of knowledge-seeking themselves. 
This sends the message that "knowl- 
edge and learning is important.” 

The items in our home, as well as 
the way in which space and time are 
used, also sends a message. For in- 
stance, are there a variety of books 
in our home for the children to read 
and gain knowledge from? Is there a 
place in the home where children 
can study, free from distractions? 
Some families have found it useful 
to designate one room as a "study 
hall" during a specified time, where 
children and parents can quietly pur- 
sue individual projects. The way in 
which the family spends its evening 
time also may need to be adjusted in 
order to send the pro-learning mes- 
sage desired. 

Be interested in what children are 
learning. Several ways to show inter- 
est are asking children what they are 


“learning at school during the day, be- 


ing available to help with home- 
work, and giving feedback to chil- 
dren on their assignments. 

Establish a partnership with the 
child's school. Studies show that 
when schools and parents fail to 
work together for children, the chil- 
dren are the losers. Some surveys re- 
port that as many as 75% of parents 
never visit their child's school. With- 
out an effective parent-school part- 
nership, we place children at risk for 
increased discipline problems and 
lower academic achievement. With 
each passing decade, academic 
achievement in primary and secon- 
dary school becomes more critical. 

Here are ten guidelines for build- 
ing a strong partnership: 

1, Find a peau way to get to 
know your child's teacher early in 
the year. One appropriate time 
would be during an open house. Es- 
tablish early, a pattern of open com- 
munication directed toward meeting 
your child's educational needs, 

2. Let the teacher and principal 
know when you are pleased with 
something one of them has done. Be 
specific. Everyone needs to be rec- 
ognized for a job well done. 

3. If your requests and sugges- 
tions do not get the response you had 
hoped for, be persistent, Find anoth- 
er way to describe your idea, You 
may be ahead of your time, and it 
may take time for the school to react 
fully to your ideas, 

. Offer no more than you can de- 
liver. It is better to keep a weekly 
volunteer commitment than to back 
our of a daily commitment, 

5, Describe your idea, suggestion, 
or concer briefly. Specify two or 
three alternate responses that would 
be acceptable to you, and leave the 
way open for the school to offer oth- 
er ideas. 

6. Put yourself in the teacher's or 
principal's shoes, How would you re- 
spond? Try to do this before you 
make suggestions or comments, 

7, School administrators who ask 
tough but fair questions at the begin- 
ning of a proposed project may turn 
out to be one of its best supporters. 
Try not to be defensive. 

8. Teachers have prepared for 
many years for their work, They are 
more likely to be open to parent in- 
volvement if they know you respect 
their training and conwibutions, Ask 
teachers for their suggestions, 

9, When you have a complaint, 
discuss it with someone who is re- 
sponsible for it rather than with your 
neighbors. ; 

10. Never pit teachers against 
school administrators. Students will 
be the losers. 
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Dogwood Loss Can Be Caused 
From Summer Drought 


I have been receiving an unusual 
number of calls about dogwood trees 
dying. There has been some talk in 
the media about dogwood anthrac- 
nose being the cause, The only place 
in the state that we have any of this 
disease is in the higher clevations in 
north Alabama. Probably drought 
and poor care are the main reasons 
for dogwood trees dying. 

Difficulties growing healthy dog- 
woods can largely be traced back to 
the severe summer droughts of the 
past few years. Dogwood grow best 
in cool, shaded sites on a well- 
drained soil. Extended periods of 
hot, dry weather put tremendous 
stress on dogwood and will badly 
weaken these trees. Those trees ex- 
posed to full sun often suffer from 
the effects of the heat and drought 
more than those in heavy shade. 

Weakened, older, or newly trans- 
planted trees often die after a severe 
drought. Tree death may occur sev- 
eral months to years after a drought 
ends. Severely stressed dogwood, 
particularly those in full sun, are 
more likely to be attacked by dog- 
wood borer and several root rot fun- 
gi. Such trees often decline and die 
within a few years. Competition be- 
tween dogwood and the surrounding 
lawn for scarce soil water during 
dry, hot summers may also cause 


tree loss in home landscapes. 

String trimmers and lawn mowers 
are also an enemy of flowering dog- 
wood. Both can easily girdle the 
irunk of a fair sized dogwood. Com- 
plete trunk girdling with either too! 
quickly results in tree death. Wound- 
ed trunks are quickly attacked by the 
dogwood borer that will eventually 
weaken or kill the tree. 

Buying a healthy, southern-grown 
tree with a full deep canopy and no 
dead limbs is the first step in grow- 
ing a healthy dogwood. Dogwood 
planted in the fall almost always do 
better than spring-established trees. 
Site your new dogwood so it gets 


some afternoon shade; choose an- . 


other tree for sites in full sun. Dig a 
hole several times the diameter of 
the root ball and adjust the soil fertil- 
ity and pH according to soil test re- 
sults. The planting depth must be the 
same as the original soil line in the 
container or root ball. Burying the 
root system is another common kill- 
er of newly planted dogwood. 

Mulch all dogwood each year 
with pine bark, pine straw, or similar 
organic material. Mulching will help 
hold water in the soil and control 
weeds. Also, keeping mulched areas 
free of invading turfgrasses will 
greatly reduce the chances of damag- 
ing your dogwood with a mower or 
weedeater.

Crawford found guilty of murder

A Coffee County jury of seven 
women and five men took just over 
an hour to return a guilty verdict 
gainst John Vernon Crawford, aye 
22, of 315 Buford Street, Elba, AL. 

Crawford was on trial for the 
murder of Ollie Ray Bush, ape 45, of 
Opp, AL. 

The trial which began on Monday 
afternoon, September 14, lasted less 
than three days with the verdict com- 
ing mid-afternoon Wednesday, Sept. 
16. 

Crawford could face a sentence of 
10 years to life in the state peniten- 
liary. 

Testimony by state’s witnesses 
showed that Bush’s lifeless body 
was found at approximately 3:10 
a.m, on Sunday, October 6, 1991. 

The body was discovered in the 
backyard of Crawford's brother, 
Randy Crawford, who resides at 357 
Brunson Circle in Elba, An automo- 
bile belonging to the victim was also 
in the backyard. 

A forensic pathologist testified 
that Bush died of blunt force and 
sharp force trauma to the head and 
neck, 

Dr. Alfredo Parades said, “The 
base of his (Bush’s) skull looked like 
a crushed eggshell.” 

Witnesses testified that Crawford 
had been with Bush on Saturday 
night, October 5, 1991, and had left 
an Opp night club together, A third 
individual, Eddie Hudson, was also 
seen with Crawford and Bush, 

According to testimony, Hudson 
was found asleep in the back seat of 
Bush’s vehicle at the crime scene, 

As the state built its case against 
the defendant, forensic experts testi- 
fied that blood splatters found on a 
left tennis shoe belonging to Craw- 
ford was Bush’s blood type. This 
was determined by using a DNA 


procedure known as 
chain reaction. 

The most damaging testimony 
came when a former girlfriend of 
Crawford's, Janeen Johns Sasser, 
took the witness stand. 

According to her testimony, 
Crawford told her that he had killed 
Ollie Ray Bush. 

She said that when she first asked 
him if he had anything to do with 
Bush’s death, he told her that he did 
not. She testified that this occurred 
in a phone conversation with Craw- 
ford approxmately 3 weeks after the 
murder took place., 

He told her that he had left the 
bar with a woman on the night of 
October 5 and that she brought him 
home. Along the way, they had 
stopped and had sex, 

Ms. Sasser further testified that 
about 3 weeks after they had the first 
conversation, Crawford told her that 
he had killed Bush. 

She stated that Crawford told her 
that he and Bush got into a fight over 
some money and that Bush grabbed 
him by the throat and told him that 
he was going to kill him. 

Sasser further testified that Craw- 
ford told her that he bzat him (Bush) 
with a bat or stick and stabbed him. 

Continuing, she testified that 
Crawford told her that he went to the 
house of his brother, Randy Craw- 
ford, and told him what he had done. 

Her testimony further revealed 
that Crawford told her that he hid in 
a closet at his brother’s and changed 
clothes. He then wrapped himself in 
a blanket and hid in the woods. 

Earlicr testimony showed that 
when Crawford was located and 
questioned by police, he was wear- 
ing a pair of ladies blue jeans. He 
testified that his mother had bought 
them for him to use on his job as a 
painter. 

Crawford later took the stand and 
denied telling anyone that he had

killed Bush. He testified that the 
woman's named that he had Ieft the 
bar with was Mary. 

All attempts by authorities to lo- 
cate “Mary” failed. Assistant District 
Attorney Bill Barr, in his sumation 
to the jury, contended that “Mary” 
could not be found because she did 
nol exist. 

Barr told jurors that the district at- 
torney’s office even placed ads in an 
Opp newspaper in an attempt to lo- 
cate “Mary”, 

Barr also told jurors that if they 
were on trial for murder, and had an 
alibi witness, they certainly would 
leave no stone unturned in attempt- 
ing to locate him or her. 

Crawford had testified that “You 
just don’t go looking for a man’s 
wife.” He contended that “Mary” 
was married, 

Defense Attorney David Harrison 
told the members of the jury that 
more evidence pointed to Hudson 
than at Crawford. 

He contended, throughout the 
trial, that no one saw Crawford at the 
crime scene until sometime after 
Bush’s body was discovered. Hud- 
son was found at the scene of the 
crime by police officers. 

Harrison said that law enforce- 
ment officials were on a “witch 
hunt.” 

When the verdict was read, sever- 
al of Crawford’s family members 
were visibly shaken. Crawford low- 
ered his head and hid his face with 
his hands. 

Harrison gave notice to the court 
that an appeal in the case would be 
filed by him on Crawford's behalf. 

Crawford was returned to the 
Coffee County Jail in New Brock- 
ton. He has been in jail since his ar- 
rest on April 15th, unable to post his 
$75,000 bond. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts has 
scheduled a sentencing hearing for 
Thursday (today), September 24 at 
1:30 p.m. in Elba,
